1 . Claims 1 -1 2 are allowed. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, Hoffman et al. (Pat. No. 6,239 , 700 B1) teac hes "Wireless 
communication system for location of a person and identification of a distress condition 
of the person comprising portable transceivers (20) carried by persons. In practice, the 
central dispatch station 80 will interpret an alarm signal generated by portable signaling 
unit 20 when portable signaling unit 20 fails to receive a periodic signal from remote 
alarm switch unit 40 as indicated that remote alarm switch 40 is not within the preset 
location range of portable signaling unit 20." (Abstract, lines 1-3, col. 9, lines 42-47). 

The prior art, Dailey (Pat. No. 6,577,874 B1) teaches "A method of receiving 
digital messages from a mobile terminal at a radio base station of a communications 
system including a plurality of radio base stations is discussed. This method includes 
receiving a login message at the radio base station fro the mobile terminal wherein the 
login message includes a caller address number for the mobile terminal and wherein the 
caller address number comprises a first number of bits." (Abstract, lines 1-8). 

Therefore, Hoffman, Dailey, and the prior art of record, do not render obvious to 
one of ordinarily skilled in the art at the time of applicant's invention nor anticipate the 
combination of claimed elements including: "sending an assignment message including 
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a location parameter from the dispatch center to the plurality of wireless communication 
devices, wherein the assignment message is a wireless message transmitted from the 
dispatch center to the wireless communication device over a radio frequency channel, 
and further wherein each wireless communication device having a current location; 
automatically deletes the assignment message when the location parameter does not 
correspond to the current location of the wireless communication device" as recited in 
indepeMent_daim 1 [ ^d similarly recited in in depe ndent claim 6. 

The remaining claims 2-5 and 7-12 comprise dependent claims, thus these 
claims are patently distinct over the art of record for at least the above reasons.
